To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire  in  the  County 
of  Carroll  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Bartlett  on 
Tuesday,  the  Fourth  day  of  March  next  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  voting  on  Article 
1  will  be  by  official  ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  open  for  balloting  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  close  before  6:45  o'clock  in  the  eve- 
ning. The  remaining  Articles  of  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  at  7:00 
o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Article  1.     To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 


Article  3.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  $150,- 
000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal 
year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Town  and  on  the  credit  of  the  same, 
negotiable  notes  therefor,  said  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  year  from 
taxes  collected  within  the  current  municipal  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through 
Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  by  any  other  means. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  accept  gifts,  and/of  Federal  or  State  Aid  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of 
Bartlett. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $40,000  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  replacing  the  Town  Hall 
Road  bridge  over  the  East  Branch  River  with  a  new  bridge. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  $40,000  by  issuing  notes  on  the  general  credit  of  the 
Town  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  ten  years  from  the  date  of  issue  thereof 
on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  negotiated  by  the  Selectmen, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  RSA  as  amended. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  sum  of  $42,- 
000.00  for  the  reappraisal  of  all  real  estate  in  the  Town  to  satisfy  the  or- 
der of  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 


Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $14,000.00  for  the  current  calendar  year  to  be  used  as  1/3  pay- 
ment for  reappraisal  of  all  real  estate. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row a  sum  not  exceeding  $28,000.00  on  the  general  credit  of  the  Town  of 
Bartlett,  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  of  consumation  of  the 
loan,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  negotiated  by  the  Select- 
men pursuant  to  Chapter  33  N.  H.  RSA  as  amended  for  the  purpose  of 
reappraisal. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  purpose  of  completing  a  Property  map  of 
the  Town.  Said  contract  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $18,000  and  to  be  pay- 
able over  a  period  of  three  years. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
from  the  Survey  Tax  Map  Fund  the  sum  of  $3650.00  plus  all  accrued  in- 
terest thereon,  said  sum  to  be  used  as  a  partial  payment  to  commence 
work  on  the  property  map. 

Article  13..  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $800.00  to  be  used  as  a  partial  payment  on  the  property  map. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Bartlett  will  vote  to  become  a 
member  of  the  North  Country  Council,  organized  in  July,  1973,  under 
RSA  36;45-53.  The  Council  has  been  designated  by  the  State  Office  of 
Comprehensive  Planning  to  be  the  official  planning  commission  for  New 
Hampshire  Planning  Region  One.  The  objectives  of  the  Council  are  to  pro- 
vide local  planning  assistance  to  member  Towns,  to  work  on  problems  of 
area-wide  concern.  The  Selectmen  appoint  two  representatives  to  the 
Council.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Henry  Villaume  and  others. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1355.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  operation  of  the  North  Country 
Council  for  one  year,  beginning  July  1,  1975.  These  funds  will  be  used 
for  financing  staff,  office  and  general  operating  expenses;  regional  plan- 
ning studies;  technical  assistance  to  member  communities;  coordination 
with  local,  State  and  Federal  agencies;  and  other  programs  of  the  Coun- 
cil. These  are  used  in  conjunction  with  State  and  Federal  funds.  Agree- 
able to  a  petition  signed  by  Henry  Villaume  and  others. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,000.00  to  equip  two  new  fire  engines  and  a  new  tank 
truck  to  meet  U.  L.  standards. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  established  under  provision  of  the  State 
and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972  the  sum  of  $13,000  for  use  in 
purchasing  equipment  for  two  new  fire  trucks  and  a  new  tank  truck. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2000.00  for  use  in  equipping  two  new  fire  trucks  and  a  new 
tank  truck. 


Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972  the  sum  of  $3650.00  for  enlarg- 
ing the  library  facility,  installing  shelving,  folding  door,  adequate  lighting, 
painting,  4  additional  tables  and  24  stacking  chairs.  Agreeable  to  a  peti- 
tion signed  by  Flora  G.  Jones  and  others. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $250.00  for  use  by  the  Bartlett  Bicentennial  Committee  in 
planning  for  the  Bicentennial  observance. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5500.00  for  the  rehabilitation  and  repair  of  the  town  office  in 
Glen  to  fit  it  for  use  as  a  Police  Department  office  for  the  Town. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Bartlett  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  a  deed  from  Ross  and  Edythe  Hardman  for  a  certain 
parcel  of  land  located  in  Hobday  Ridge,  intended  for  public  use  for  a  road 
or  street  and  other  public  utilities;  said  parcel  being  66'  wide  and  ap- 
proximately 1100'  long,  located  between  lots  numbered  67  to  72  and  72  to 
80  and  shown  on  a  certain  plan  entitled;  Holiday  Ridge,  Inc.  Intervale 
Development  No.  3,  Bartlett,  N.  H.  C.  R.  Storer  Surveyor.  Dated  June  20, 
1969,  Carroll  County  Plan  Book  20,  page  24.  Acceptance  of  the  deed  is 
to  be  contingent  upon  construction  of  a  road  to  standards  established  by 
the  Town  and  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed 
by  Carl  Hydren  and  others. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Bartlett  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
use  of  the  name  of  Chalet  Drive  for  said  road.  Agreeable  to  a  petition 
signed  by  Carl  Hydren  and  others. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  agrees  to  participate  in  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  by  directing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  com- 
plete the  eligibility  application  and  submit  the  required  information  to  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administration.  This  may  require  ordinances  establish- 
ing building  permits  for  all  proposed  construction  or  other  improvements 
in  the  flood  plain  area,  providing  for  review  by  a  qualified  agency  of  all 
building  permit  applications  for  major  repairs  and  for  new  construction  or 
substantial  improvements  within  the  flood  plain  area  including  a  detailed 
review  of  construction  plans  of  the  proposed  new  construction  or  alter- 
ations. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  appoint  a  Building  Inspector  and  fix  his  compensation,  pursuant 
to  N.  H.  RSA  156:   1-5. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  site  plan  review 
authority  to  Planning  Board  in  accordance  with  RSA  36:19a.  This  will 
provide  the  Town  with  an  opportunity  to  review  and  approve  or  disap- 
prove plans  for  non-residential  development. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $1231.00  for 
the  Home  Health  Agency,  the  said  sum  being  equal  to  $1.00  per  person, 


and  authorize  withdrawal  of  the  sum  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  es- 
tablished under  provisions  of  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 
Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Susette  Villaume  and  others. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $150.00  for  the  support  of  the  Eastern  Slope  Regional  Airport 
for  the  current  year. 

Article  29.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore said  meeting.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of- 
doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written  per- 
mit signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be  kindled 
on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling  the  fire  then  he  must  have  the 
permission  of  the  landowner.  No  outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  3 
A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of 
the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two  de- 
cades. Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became  so  dry 
in  mid- August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in  Sullivan, 
Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties  and  a  complete 
woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  Rockingham  Counties  plus  the  Towns 
of  Bamstead,  Gilmanton  and  Alton  in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  ex- 
cellent cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occur- 
red at  any  time  during  the  year.

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Summary  Program  of  the  White  Mountains 
REGION  ASSOCIATION 

1974  (37th  Year) 

Your  Region  Association  during  the  year  1974  was  active  in  several 
cooperative  programs.  They  included  the  White  Mts.  Center  for  Music  and 
the  Arts,  an  experimental  mass  highway  transportation  system,  and  the 
White  Mts.  '74  summer  advertising  program. 

With  respect  to  the  Center  (formerly  called  the  White  Mountains  Art 
and  Music  Festival),  your  Region  Association  has  contributed  substantial 
in-kind  services.  As  a  board  member  and  secretary,  your  Association's  Exe- 
cutive Director  handles  many  of  the  day  to  day  details  for  the  Center.  Jn 
addition,  the  Association  provided  office  space  for  the  Center  during  May 
and  June  and  was  responsible  for  much  publicity.  Furthermore,  the  Asso- 
ciation's secretary  was  on  loan  to  the  Center,  half-time,  for  May  and  June. 

Your  Region  Association  provided  assistance  in  setting  up  and  imple- 
menting an  experimental  bus  system.  Communities  served  by  the  10-week 
summer  system  included  Berlin,  Gorham,  Milan,  Groveton,  Lancaster, 
Whitefield,  Littleton,  Franconia,  Bethlehem,  Twin  Mountain,  Jefferson, 
Randolph,  Conway,  North  Conway  and  Jackson.  During  the  first  half  of 
1975,  it  is  hoped  a  federal  proposal  will  be  approved  which  will  permit 
the  experiment  to  continue  and  to  provide  service  to  other  communities. 

Your  Region  Association  was  a  major  participant  in  White  Mountains 
'74  cooperative  advertising  campaign  designed  to  bolster  the  economy  of 
the  recreation  industry  this  past  summer.  Your  Region  Association  appro- 
priated $2,500  to  participate  in  the  program.  In  addition  to  investing  $2,500, 
your  Association  answered  all  written  and  telephoned  inquiries  which 
were  generated  by  the  advertising.  As  a  result  your  Association  responded 
to  those  inquiries  with  3,500  vacation  planning  kits.  Those  participating  in- 
cluded the  White  Mts.  Attractions  Association,  the  White  Mts.  Center  for 
Music  and  the  Arts,  the  New  England  Regional  Commission,  the  Governor's 
office  and  Waumbek  Village. 

Other  activities  and  projects  of  your  Region  Association  include:  par- 
ticipation in  a  newly  created  N.  H.  Travel  Council,  annual  solicitation  for 
the  two  accommodations  brochures,  distribution  of  WMRA  folders,  sponsor- 
ship of  a  conference  on  proposed  wilderness  areas  in  the  White  Mountain 
National  Forest,  solicitation  for  business  memberships,  presentation  of  4-H 
awards  and  certificates,  subscriptions  to  National  4-H  magazines  for  group 
leaders  in  the  three  northern  counties,  assistance  at  the  N.  H.  information 
booth  at  the  Springfield  Exposition  to  promote  travel  in  northern  N.  H.,  the 
writing  of  several  letters  to  the  N.  H.  Congressional  delegation  and  others 
protesting  the  proposed  closing  of  numerous  campgrounds  and  picnic  area 
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in  the  White  Mt.  National  Forest,  also  the  writing  of  letters  to  many  of 
the  same  group  protesting  the  low  priority  tourism  and  recreation  was  to 
receive  under  a  fuel  allocation  program,  financial  contributions  to  the  res- 
toration of  the  Bedell  Covered  Bridge,  to  the  Mount  Washington  Observ- 
atory (in  memory  of  Joe  Dodge),  and  to  the  White  Mts.  Museum  of  Forest 
History.  The  WMRA  also  has  helped  out  on  some  publicity  for  the  propos- 
ed museum  as  well  as  some  modest  fund  raising. 

In  addition,  earlier  in  the  year,  the  WMRA  surveyed  some  thirty  gaso- 
line stations  each  week.  The  information  on  gasoline  supplies  was  then 
relayed  to  the  Dept.  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  where  it 
was  used  to  aid  out-of-state  travellers. 

Finally,  your  executive  director  wrote  numerous  news  releases,  two 
newsletters,  some  special  articles  for  publications,  and  spoke  on  several 
radio  programs  in  the  region. 

Answered  5,942  inquiries  and  wrote  101  personal  letters. 

Planned  activities  for  1975  are:  (1)  investigate  the  possibility  of  help- 
ing to  provide  regularly  scheduled  air  service  to  Whitefield  and  Berlin.  (2) 
publish  a  new  quarterly  magazine  for  the  region.  (3)  modernize  and  revise 
the  White  Mountains  Map,  (4)  publish  the  Where  to  Stay  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Accommodations  and  Dining  directories,  (5)  participate  in  the 
joint  experimental  rural  highway  and  transportation  project,  (6)  continue 
the  Association's  work  with  the  White  Mounains  Center  for  Music  and  the 
Arts,  (7)  explore  further  the  possibility  of  preparing  and  publishing  a  Christ- 
mas tree  dealers  vendor  list,  (8)  participate  in  the  Springfield,  Mass.  Exposi- 
tion, (9)  continue  to  answer  some  6,000  inquiries  generated  through  adver- 
tising, (10)  distribute  WMRA  folders  to  information  booths  around  the  re- 
gion and  to  some  State  Highway  Rest  areas,  (11)  continue  the  Association's 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  White  Mounains  Museum  of  Forest  History,  (12) 
continue  writing  news  releases  about  White  Mountains  Region  Associa- 
tion's activities  and  help  promote  other  regional  evens,  (14)  keep  abreast 
of  all  important  legislation  that  pertains  to  the  region  during  the  next  le- 
gislative session,  (15)  continue  to  participate  actively  in  the  newly  created 
New  Hampshire  Travel  Council,  (16)  continue  to  pubilsh  the  Bulletin  of 
Lodging  Inquiries  and  Real  Estate  Bulletin. 
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EASTERN  SLOPE  REGIONAL  AIRPORT 

1974  Report 


1974  was  a  difficult  year  for  general  aviation,  as  it  was  for  so  many 
other  industries.  Despite  the  recession,  traffic  at  the  airport  continued  at 
about  the  same  level  as  1973.  During  the  year,  the  Authority  made  neces- 
sary repairs  to  the  turf  along  the  edges  of  the  runway,  painted  the  exterior 
of  the  lobby  and  administration  building,  and  repainted  all  aircraft  guid- 
ance and  parking  lines  on  the  surface  of  the  runway  and  parking  apron. 

As  of  January  1,  1975,  Mr  Donald  Morin  has  assumed  the  position  of 
airport  manager  and  fixed  base  operator.  Mr.  Morin  has  had  many  years 
experience  in  aviation  as  pilot,  mechanic,  examiner  and  instructor.  His 
knowledge  and  experience  should  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  facility. 

The  Authority  has  received  a  definite  commitment  from  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  and  the  State  of  Maine  for  funds  to  add  approxi- 
mately 4500  square  yards  of  paved  parking  area  at  the  airport  in  1975. 
The  total  cost  of  this  improvement  will  be  approximately  $40,000,  of 
which  stated  Federal  funds  will  pay  all  but  one-sixth.
